scio us early o n Friday. 
Durbin Ward was bo rn in Augusta, K» y,, 
Febuary 11, 1819, o f English and Welsh 
sto ck. 
His father and grandfather bo th 
fo ught in the war o f 1812*la, so that he in­ 
herited so ldierly instincts and was a fight- 
ing patrio t* 
He livo d in bayette co unty, 
Indiana, but received a finish to his co m- 
mo n-scho o i educatio n in the Miami univer­ 
sity, Oxfo rd, while suppo rting himself by 
his o wn exertio ns. 
He studied law under J udgi) Smith, and 
To m Co rwin and finally became law partner 
o f the latter fo r abo ut three years.

ho me was always in Lebano n. 
He served 
six years as pro -o cuting atto rney o f Warren 
co unty. Ho to o k a hand at po litics all alo ng 
but abando ned tho Whig fo r the Demo cratic 
party in 1^« V\ 
Ho was beaten for co ngress 
in lsV\ 
In 
H'tS ho was again o n 
that 
ticket, this timo as a candidate fo r atto rney 
general, and was pro minently mentio ned in 
co nnectio n with u candidacy. 
In 1H10 he suppo rted Do uglas in the 
Charlesto n and Baltimo re co nventio ns, 
At 
tho breaking o ut o f the war he enlisted as a 
private, but so o n bo eamo majo r o l tho Sev ­ 
enteenth < ihio , and ro se to co lo nel and 
brevet brigadier general, serving mo stly un­ 
der ( J en. 'i humus. 
A t Chicamauga ho was 
asked in the attempt to sto rm u po sitio n he 
was ho lding what so rt o f a timo lie was 
having. 
He answered, “ I t an ho ld it, but 
just no w its tho belly o f hell. ’ 
In that 
fight his left arm was permanently disabled 
and ho was mustered o ut, but when ho re­ 
co vered he had the o rder ro vo ko d and went 
thro ugh tho Atlanta campaign with his arm 
in a sling.

\ ery well lor the trip le trap e/.e act, which is 
on at the .« nmo time, wo p lay it. 
Now and , vi S 
then we work in a new p iece on her, and she 
is very good matured about it, always say­ 
ing, ‘all right; but after two or three days 
sh * Is sure to come and say, ‘Please, Mr. 
Robinson, let me have my own music again. ’ 
She can work better with the music to which 
she is accustomed. 
The trap eze p erformers 
also have their own music 1 or their sp ecial 
work. 
Mme. Boekrill was very p articular 
about her music, and used always to sing 
with the band, but of course in a tone that 
tbo audience could not bear, when riding in 
the ring. 
She no doubt got into the habit 
while training her horses in winter, accus­ 
toming them to the measure of music for 
their movement« . 
Jim Robinson, the great 
bareback rider, had a certain set of quad­ 
rilles that ho always insisted up on having 
p layed tor him, and ho would not ride to 
anything else. 
Fish, on the other hand, 
though he bad quite a fondness for music 
and used to uractice on the violin in his 
dressing room a good deal, did not seem to 
care at nil what wus p layed for him in the 
ring. 
Sticlcney and Melville were very p ar­ 
ticular to have each season new sots of quad­ 
rilles and other melodies for their acts.—

“Once a man gets into the life of a circus 
band,” said the leader, “and accustomed t > 
its hard work, he likes it, and very few care 
to leave it again for the casual and chance 
i ngagementsof unattached musicians. Even 
if they were so fortunate a< to get p lac *s 
in regular theatre orchestras they would 
have their dull season each year, and, when 
at work under union rates, would only get 
¡FAf>0 a p erformance, out of which they would 
have to p ay their p ersonal exp enses, so that 
they would be no better oft than in a cir­ 
cus* 
Then, there is no small attraction in 
the travel, excitement, op en-air life and va­ 
riety of a circus. 
» Some of our circus band 
men go on p laying until they are quite 
old. 
••It is the duty of the leader to select and 
arrange the music for his band in a circus 
just the same as any other band, but the cir­ 
cus leader has much the hardest vt ork to d a 
In the first p lace he must have such an im­ 
mense quantity of music, a$ you will read­ 
ily conceive. 
Rut, still more difficult for 
him, if he doe* not thoroughly understand 
the circus business, is the selection of the 
p articular aiis that will fit to the various 
}*?rformauees in the ring. 
That would not 
be so hard to do if there was only one ring 
and on a p erformance in it at a time, but j not rescinde 1. 
when you have from three to five various 
p erformances going on simultaneously you 
don t find it so easy to p ick out music that 
will trum p in or follow suit with them ulL 
TIMK AND MUSIC TO SUIT. 
“If there are two or three riding acts 
simultaneously, it will bo comp aratively 
easy to fit them, but when you have things 
going 
on 
up on the 
ground and 
in

at once, you 
must be 
very 
careful 
or

horues or your p eop le out. 
Then you have 
to know which one of the lot ia most imp or­ 
tant, to which you will bavo to p lay, mak­ 
ing the others secondary, but serving them 
as well as p ossible a t tho same time. 
For 
instance, when the stars are doing their 
really wonderful trip p le trap eze act, though 
there are three other acts going at the sumo 
time, I have to p lay for the stars and must 
control the time and force of tho music to 
suit them. 
When he sounds his bell the 
band has to p lay p ianissimo, for th at is tho 
signal that ho is about to sp eak a word of 
direction or warning to the girls, and his 
voice must bo hoard. 
And when one of 
their astounding feats has been p erformed, 
the band must break out with a fortissimo 
crash, blending with the roar of 
ap p lause 
from the audience. 
No m atter where the 
writer of the music m ay have p ut his di­ 
minuendos or crescendos, I have to p lay it 
that way, whether tho p iece becomes un­ 
recognizable or not, whether it may suit the 
other p erformers or not, and whether p eop le 
say ‘how badly the band p lays that air’ or 
not, for it may be a question of limb, if not 
of life, to have it done in just that way. 
“One thing that gives necessarily a cer­ 
tain sameness to much circus music is the 
comp ulsory emp hasis of notes in regular re­ 
current order, not demanded at all t jr mu­ 
sical exp ression, but very requisite for 
m arking the time for the horses in a manege 
act, or some other riding. 
If you do not 
thus sharp ly accent the time, tho best 
trained horse is liable to bo all broktm up 
and make a failure of his p erformance. 
When I was with Henglor I many a time 
had to go with my violin to tho ring at 6 
o'clock in the morning to p lay by tho hour 
near a horse that was undergoing training, 
so as to familiarize tho animal with tho air 
to which he would be required to p erform 
in the ring. 
Hengier would have a Lorse in 
training, m that way, as much as threo 
mouths steadily before trusting him in the

Then it was painted 
white. 
A staple was fastened in tho ap ex of 
our meridian-stone that had lifted to the 
north star and set our measure for us from 
Jefferson's time; and what then? It was set 
ip as a hitching ¡>ost at the front door of the 
vfon n school of tho District of Columbia.
